I just poked through my mic collection and discovered that I have a D-104

Hi John, 

As I recall, the meter doesn't always indicate that rf output is present. 
I'd begin by checking to see if you have RF at the grids of the final 
amplifiers on 10 meters. An oscilloscope or RF voltmeter would be the 
instrument to use. If you do have RF, then I'd check the 10 meter broadband 
coupler, to make sure there isn't a broken wire or loose connection. I 
think the couplers are pretty easy to get to.. Possibly they just unplug,, 
though I may be remembering wrong. 


If you don't see RF at the grids of the finals, then you'll have to do some 
deeper digging. You can start working your way backwards from the final 
tubes, checking for RF stage-by-stage. The way I'd do it would be to look 
at the 15 meter signal, and then switch to 10 meters and compare. If you 
see approximately the same signal, then you'll know that the 10 meter stage 
is working. 


The most likely culprit, in my opinion, if it's a low-level problem, would 
be a crystal that isn't oscillating in a mixer stage. Again, an 
oscilloscope is the best instrument to check for oscillation. However, if 
you don[t have one, you can wrap a wire around the oscillator tube and 
couple it to a broadband receiver tuned to the xtal frequency. If you find 
the 10m xtal isn't oscillating, try tweaking the tuned circuit. You'll 
probably bring it back to life. 


Another possibility would be a loose connection or poorly soldered 
connection on the 10meter section of the bandswitch. I"d poke around on the 
switch contacts to make sure they're all okay. The bandswitch has a huge 
number of wafers on it, and there's lots that could go wrong on it. Also -- 
I'll try to be gentle, here -- Central Electronics wasn't renowned for its 
mastery of the art of chassis wiring. 


However, the fact that the rig works on all but one bands is promising, 
because it means that you probably don't have a bandswitch fault. I recall 
spending a weekend replacing a screen bypass capacitor buried underneath 
one of the bandswitch sections, and also a cathode bypass cap. The latter 
had shorted and was making the driver run hot as a firecracker. Gaining 
access to the parts was a bear of a problem.
